jury Recommends. ‘Mercy 


for Aged Defendant--Coun- 
sel Will File Motion for a 
New Trial. | 


Douglas, Ga, February 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—G. Wash Lott charged with the 
murder of his son, W. L. Lott, was 
tonight found guilty with a recom 
mendation for mercy. The jury reached 
a verdict after deliberating a little 
over an hour and a half. 

Sentence will be pronounced later 
in the week, but the law fixes the 
penalty at imprisonment for life. The 
defendant’s coungel will ‘file a motion 
for a new trial. 

The case against Lott went to the 
jury tonight after another day of sen- 
sations. 

Featuring the day’s sessions was a 
prayer by the defendant in open court 
for the children who prosecuted him. 
His three sons, two daughters and his 
slain son’s widow aided the state’s case. 

Defendant Makes Statement. 

Self-defense and temporary insanity 
because of long and excessive drink- 
ing were the lines developed today by 
the defendant's attorneys, 

The defendant made a statement last- 
ing about an hour, in which he out- 
lined the history of his life and the 
trouble he had had with his family 
and children, and finally detalled the 
scene of the killing of his son. He 
claimed that he had given to his chil- 
dren in money the bulk of his life’s 
earnings, and that they borrowed from 
him the balance and left him penniless 
in his old age. 

He said that when he had demanded 
his money they had twice, by force, 
incarcerated him in a sanitarigm in 
Atlanta as a man man. At the time 
the homicide occurred he wanted to 
ship his hogs to market. His son ob- 
jécted, he claimed, and attacked him 
with a knife, and while they were 
clinched in each other’s arms he fired 
the fatal shot. Several times during 
the statement the old man broke down 
and wept. .

MAN BLOWN TO BITS 
BY AN EXPLOSION 


OF NITROGLYCERIN 


Cleveland, Ohio, February 16.— 
Charles Baker, local manager for the 
Torpedo company. of 
Washington, Pa., was blown to bits 
today when he entered the company’s 
storehouse in Olmstead Falls, a suburb. 
to get a load of nitroglycerin. Three 
minutes after he went into the building 
800 quarts. of the explosive kept 
there blew up. The detonation shook 
the countryside for, miles, breaking 
windows,‘ felling trees and damaging 
furniture. The automobile in which 
Baker expected to carry the explosive 
was destroyed, while the building was 
reduced to splinters. Reuben Hall, a 
farmer, was injured when thrown to 
the ground by the blast. 


Charleston, W. Va., February 16.—W. 
S. Roberts, of Marietta, Ohio, slipped 
and fell while carrying two cans of 
nitroglycerin at St. Albans, 12 miles 
from here, late today, and was literally 
blown fr pieces by the explosion which 
followed. The detonation was heard 
in Charleston. No one else was in- 


jured as far as can be learned.

‘STORMY WEATHER e . e oF the Phy- 
ON WESTERN LINE. 


With the advent of. stormy weather 
on the western battle line the heavy 
fighting of the past few days seem- 
ingly has simmered down again to ar- 
tillery bombardments and mining oper- 
ations. Berlin reports, however, that 
the British and French have endeav- 
ored to recapture trench positions-taken 
from them by the Germans, respect- 
ively southeast of Ypres and in Cham- 
pagne, near Tahure, but that the at- 
tacks failed. Paris asserts, on the con- 
trary, that near Tahure the French 
have retaken portions of their former 
trenches. 

The British and Germans are still 
at deadly grips for possession of the 
trenches capturéd by the. Germans 
southeast ‘of Ypres, artillery and hand 
grenades being employed in the fight- 
ing. London reports that in the at- 
tack in which the British lost 60¢ 
yards of a front line trench the Ger- 
mang attacked over à front of 4,000 
yards, but were everywhere repulsed 
with considerable losses except at the 
point the trench was captured. 

On the Russian front a driving snow 
storm along the entire line has almost 
stopped operations. 

The usual bombardments, inter- 
spersed with infantry attacks, con- 
tinue on the Austro-Italian line. 

In Albania the Austrians and Bulga- 
rians are said to have formed a junc- 
tion and are battling for the capture 
of the important seaport of Durazzo, 
which is being defended by Hssad 
Pasha’s forces of Albanians, Serbians 
and Montenegrina, 

Strumitsa, Bulgaria, has been raided 
by thirteen French aeroplanes, which 
dropped 158 bombs, and returned to 
their base unscathed. Several fires 
were started by the bombs. :

‘ Captain Cassius E. Gillette, of Philadel- 
| phia, formerly of the United States engineer 
corps and for several years in charge of the 
work on Savannah harbor and adjacent 
Georgia waterways, in a statement to The 
Constitution, published today, takes exactly 
the position with reference to the lynching 
evil that has been so often stressed by The

Captain Gillette writes as a northerner 
| who lived in the south long enough to be- 
come acquainted with conditions here and 
to reach an understanding of them. While 
partially excusing the summary punishment 
that grows out of the “one crime” which is 
the only basis upon which it was ever 
sought to justify mob execution, he says: 


But the deplorable fact remains that 
such fully justifiable lynchings reduce 
the respect for law in the community 
and give cowards their ‘cue to destroy 
their enemies and mobs their excuse to 
vent racé or religious prejudices to the 
limit. This brings your state into mer- 
“ited disrepute and hurts its business and 
its standing among the states. 


It is this very point The Constitution 
has sought to impress upon the people of 
the state. It isn’t the solitary lynching for 
the “one crime,” but it is what that sort of 
lawlessness leads to, has already led to. 
Ten years ago or more this particular 
crime was the only thing that provoked 
lynching at all. Today lynching for that 
crime ig the exception rather than the rule.

‘of fertilizer, that we were going to make a 
gmall crop of cotton, and their judgment 
Was right, as it nearly always is on figur- 
ing on our crop. They kept on bidding until 
they had run the price of good middling 
cotton to above 12% cents. 

What do wé conceive, now, in the mind 
of the cotton speculator? He is closely 
watching the southern cotton planter. Some 
of the speculators are already predicting 
a big increase in cotton acreage this spring, 
which is having some effect on the market 
now. eee 
The cotton speculators ate very shrewd 
business men; they are in a position to see 
things before we do, and they will always 
bull a small crop and bear a big crop. 

Now, as I see it, we have both ends of 
the rope, and if we will continue to cut 
down the cotton acreage or keep it to what 
it was in 1915, it w6n’t be many years, war 
or no war, until the south will be the money 
lending section of the United States. Don't 
depend on the boll weevil to cut the pro- 
duction of cotton down; he might fail. It 
is in our power to make our southiand blos- 
som, like a rose, with prosperity. And the 
only way for our southern farmers to be 
happy and prosperous is by diversifying their 
crop. We all know that the  all-cotton 
farming is a failure. Have never seen a 
farmer succeed who followed it continu- 
ously. Some may say if the war should 
end soon cotton would go very high. Don't 
let that fool you. If we only make 11,000,000 
or 12,000,000 bales this year, we will get a 
ood price for it if the war continues; and 
f the war should come to an end this year 
we will get a better price for this year’s 
crop. 8o you see we are not ae any 
chance at all on the war situation if we 
only keep the cotton acreage down. But 
on the other hand, should we plant another 
big crop of cotton this spring and raise 
156,000,000 or 16,000,000 bales and the war 
should not stop, where would we be? Just 
in the same fix that we were in in the fal 
of 1914.

The fertilisers 
used were made under the direct supervision 
of the writer by the cuurtesy of the Porter 
Fertilizer company, of Atlanta. Until this 
time noné of the experimenters were advised 
as to the kind of fertilizer with which they 
were supplied, neither have they been advised 
as to results obtained by any of the ex- 
perimentera. 

Level ground was selected for each ex- 
periment, and exactly the same size patch 
was cultivated in every experiment, and 
exactly the same amount of fertilizer was 
used on every patch. Elaborate precautions 
were taken to secure accuracy. he writer 
weighed out each bag of fertilizer, which 
was numbered, and numbered stakes were 
placed in each bag to be driven in the rows.
